Press.)—Easter Island, in the Paci­ 
fic ocean, 2,300 miles off the coast 
of Chile, and famous for its ancient, 
gigantic 
statues, 
believed 
to have 
been the work of pre-hisoric lieoplc, 
has disappeared, 
according 
to the 
captain of a French merchant ship. 
Although persistent rumors are rife 
here that the island sunk into the 
ocean during the Chilean earthquake 
a few months ago, no confirmation 
has been obtained so lur. 
The most circumstantial of the ru­ 
mors received here is that of the 
French sea captain, who seeking to 
verify his 
position 
tried to sight 
Easter Island but found nothing but 
water where the island should have 
been. It is pointed out by marine au­ 
thorities. however, that observations 
of French merchant skippers are not 
always accurate. 
There is no communication with 
Easter island from Tahti. 
The only 
way of reaching the isolated bit of 
land is by way of Chile, to which re­ 
public it belongs. 
A Chilean govern­

once every year.

The bill in the Missouri legislature to re­ 
quire the teaching of the federal constitu­ 
tion in schools is part of a general move­ 
ment throughout the nation. 
It is being 
conducted 
by the 
National 
Security 
league’s committee on constitutional in­ 
struction, composed of 200 prominent edu­ 
cators. 
A bill it has prepared 
requiring 
definite courses of instruction on the con­ 
stitution has been passed by eleven state 
legislators and is pending in twenty others. 
The principles embodied in the constitu­ 
tion are at least one thing about which 
there is little difference of opinion. 
True, 
there are many interpretations of the con­ 
stitution and many proposals for changes in 
it, but nobody denies that this document is 
the most monumental work of its kind from 
human hands. 
In an age so turbulent as the present one, 
w hen a thousand and one remedies are pro­ 
posed for each real and imaginary griev­ 
ance, a sound public knowledge of the fun­ 
damental political structure is necessary.

mental institutions leads to unsound and 
dangerous opinions. 
Public opinion rules 
in America. 
Sometimes

constitution throughout the nation, and a 
better citizenship will result.

Three meals a day was the rule 
with the Greeks, just as it is with us. 
Their chief meal came about sun-set. 


The food was simple for the slaves 
anti the poorer “freeman.” 
The rich however, 
often 
feasted 
heavily. 
They enjoyed beef, mutton. 
goat meat, pork, 
cakes, 
wines and 
fruits from distant lands. 
The food was passed around by 
slave girls. 
Hives and forks 
w*ere 
not used. Feople knew nothing about 
such table tools, and ate with their 
hands. 
After the meal, a certain kind of 
dough was passed around. The diners 
pushed their fingers in this dough, 
and the grease was removed. A bow] 
of water was also passed around with 
perfumed soap and a towel, so people 
could get their hands clean after soil­ 
ing them during the meal. 
Very often 
the men 
held 
great 
feasts. 
The wives were not allowed 
but there were slave girls who acted 
as waitresses and dancers. 
If 
the 
men were bright-minded, there wa? 
an exchange of worthwhile talk and 
sparkling wit. 
If they were coarse 
fellows, the feast became unworthy 
of 
human-kind. 
At 
these 
feasts. 
wine was usually drunk too heavily. 
Drinking horns such as those pic­ 


tured were often used at these feasts. 
They were 
sometimes 
filled with 
wine and emptied at a single gulp. 
In other cases, the wine was poured 
into them at the top and let to flow 
out 
at 
the 
bottom—through 
the 
mouth of the animal carved on the 
horn. The wine was caught in goblets 
held beneath.
